For Seaman Creelman fer Brarerj— Im« 
portant Amendment to the Indian Ap> 
propriatlon BilL 

Washington, Feb. 18.— Secretary 
Herbert took with him to Charleston 
a handsome gold medal to be presented 
to Seaman Creelman, of the battleship 
Maine, who sprang from that vessel 
when men were washed overboard in 
the violent storm on that vessel’s cruise 
to Charleston. The medal, which is 
nearly the size of a silver dollar, bears 
on its reverse a picture of the Maine 
in high relief and on its obverse the 
inscription: 

William J. Creel.man, 

U. S. Navy, 

For Extraordinary Heroism, 
February 6th, 1897. 

Presented by the 
Secretary of the Navy. 

The medal is hung from a heavy bar 
on blue ribbon and supports a massive 
gold anchor. 

Washington, Feb. 18.— The Indian 
appropriation bill as reported to the 
senate carries an important amend- 
ment which is in sub.stance the bill in- 
troduced by Senator Platt, of Connec- 
ticut, to recognize the territory by 
providing for the distribution of the 
lands in severalty among the 
members of the Five Civilized Tribes, 
who occupy the territory. By the 
terms of the amendment no reserva- 
tion is made of the lands for white 
men in the territory who number, it is 
said, 50,000 more than the Indians. It 
is claimed that the amendment, if it 
becomes finally incorporated in the 
bill, will work a practical for- 
feiture or revocation of the 
land grant made to the old Union 
Pacific railroad, southern branch, now 
the Missouri and Texas railroad com- 
pany. It is alleged it will interfere 
seriousB-^ with leases of coal lands. 
The house passed a bill last session 
for the reorganization of the territory 
which made provision for the white 
residents, but it has not yet been act- 
ed on by the senate. 

The bill classifying post oflice clerks 
and dividing them into grobns, with 
salaries ranging from SSOO to $1,800 per 
annum, was Wednesday reported to 
the senate by the post office committee 
for incorporation as an amendment to 
the post office appropriation bill. 

Senator Lindsay offered a bill ap- 
propriating $400,000 to complete the 
work to improve by contract or other- 
wise the Ohio river at the falls of the 
Ohio to Indiana chute. 

Washington, Feb. 18.— Gen. Alfred 
Pleasonton, one of the most distin- 
guished cavalry officers on the union 
side during the late civil war, died at 
his apartments here at three o'clock 
Wednesday morning. His death was 
calm and resulted from a .system worn 
out with activity and work. A nurse 
and his ph 3 ’’sicians onl\' were with him. 
He has no relatives nearer than nieces 



Cost of Broottac Thotr Offl- 
eial Roaldenoes — Tho B. S. 8nprem« 
Court Holds o Mid-RooeM SeMloo. 

Washington, Feb. Ifi. — MaJ. Bobert 
M. O’Eeilly, surgeon, will be relieved 
from duty as attending surgeon in this 
city by Maj. Wm. R Hall, surgeon, 
and upon the expiration of his present 
leave in Europe will proceed to Fort 
Wayne, Mich., to relieve Lieut. Col. 
Justus M. Brown, deputy surgeon gen- 
eral, who will proceed to New York 
city, and upon the retirement of Col. 
Charles T. Alexander, assistant sur- 
geon general. May 8, will take charge 
of the medical supply depot in that 
city. 

Washington, Feb. 16. — The supreme 
court of the United States held a mid- 
recess session Monday to hear argu- 
ment in the case of the filibustering 
steamer Three Friends, and took ad- 
vantage of the fact to dispose of 25 or 
30 cases which had been under consid- 
eration. Among them was the case 
of the Lake Shore and Michi- 
gan Southern Railway Co. vs. the state 
of Ohio, ex rel Russell C. Humphrey, it 
was decided that the state of Ohio had 
control of the railroad bridge over the 
Ashtabula river, and that the railroad 
company must either remove it or put 
in a draw, as adjudged by the supreme 
court of the state. 

Washington, Feb. 16. — Mr. ^Murray, 
the colored representative from South 
Carolina, has introduced in the house 
a resolution authorizing an investiga- 
tion into the political affairs of South 
Carolina. 

Washington, Feb. 16. — E. P. Speer, 
of Georgia, a chief of division in the 
treasury department, Monday after- 
noon w’hile in his office became in- 
volved in a quarrel with Wm. Call an, a 
collector, during which Speer stabbed 
Callan. Callan w’as taken to the Emer- 
gency hospital where his wounds were 
dressed, and subsequently removed 
to his home. No arrests have been 
made. 

Washington, Feb. 16. — Secretary 
Olney sent to the house Monday an 
estimate of the cost of erecting official 
residences for our ambassadors abroad 
as follows. 

Austria $146,000; Belgium $25,000 to 
$50,000; China $35,000; France $1300.- 
000; Germany $325,000 to $800,030; 
Great Britain $60,000 to $500,000; 
Greece $30,000 to $40,000; the 
Netherlands, $16,000 to $32,000; Portu- 
gal, $20,000; Russia, roubles, 200,000 to 
400,000; Spain, $80,000; Sweden and 
Norway, $35,000 to $40,000; Switzer- 
land, $30,000 to $40,000, and Turkey, 
$ 100 , 000 . 

While not expecting that congress 
will make all these appropriations at 
once, the secretary hopes a beginning 
will be made. 

Washington, Feb. 16. — The presi- 
dent has approved the acts to commis-

Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 17.— The fats 
of Scott Jackson and Alonzo Walling 
has been sealed and nothing short of a 
miracle can now prevent their execu- 
^on for the murder of Pearl Bryan. 

Gov. Bradley Tuesday signed the 
warrant for their death, fixing the 
date on which they shall pay the pen- 
alty for their crime Saturday, March 20. 

The governor lost no time in carry- 
ing out the mandate of the court of 
appeals. He had already made him- 
self familiar with all the facts in the 
case. 



London, Feb. 17. — The Daily Mail 
saj's Wednesday* that the powers have 
sent a collective note to Greece, stat- 
ing that unless the Grecian forces are 
withdrawn from Crete within 48 hours 
the I'iraeus will be blockaded and hos- 
tilities begun against Greace. 

The Constantinople correspondent 
of the Daily News telegraphs that the 
ministry' of marine has ordered six 
vessels for sea service. 

A dispatch from Athens to the Even- 
ing News says that Greek troops have 
landed at the bay of Kolj^mhari. Col. 
Vassos, the commander of the Greek 
forces in Crete, has issued the follow- 
ing proclamation: 

“Cretans: You are suffering from the 
present state of anarchy and are ex- 
posed to the excesses of a fanatical 
populace which have awakened the na- 
tional sentiment and have deeply 
stirred the Hellenic people. This la- 
mentable situation of the people of the 
same race and same religion, having 
common destinies with ourselves, could 
not any longer be allowed to exist. 
The king of the Hellenes has resolved 
to end this state of things by pro- 
claiming a Greek occupation of the 
island. 

“In making this proclamation I 
promise in the name of King George to 
protect the lives, honor and property 
of the inhabitants without distinction 
of religion or nationality*, and to re- 
spect the religious convictions of the 
inhabitants while bringing to them 
peace and law.” 

Athens, Feb. 17. — The first definite 
news of a Greek victory* in Crete was 
received Tuesday evening, and the 
wildest enthusiasm followed the in- 
telligence. 

The Greeks, it is said, attacked and 
captured fort Aghia, taking 400 Mus- 
sulmans prisoners. Among the num- 
ber are one hundred Turkish troops, 
the remainder of the prisoners 
being Moslems who sought 
refuge in the fort. The news details 
of the engagement are lacking. One 
report says that no fighting occurred, 
the garrison surrendering upon the 
demand of the Greek commander. As 
no mention of any losses is made in 
any of the dispatches, it is surmised 
that this report is true. 

Notwithstanding the reports that 
the powers wouW take concerted ac- 
tion to prevent Greece from taking fur- 
ther hostile action in Crete, warlike 
preparations are being made with 
all possible dispatch. In addition 
to the “Corps of Occupation” 
already in the island, which corps 
numbers 1,500 men of all arms. One 
other regiment embarked upon a trans- 
port and sailed for Crete Tuesday 
night. Another regiment will saH 
thence Wednesday*. The government 
is preparing for every* possible contin- 
gency, and has summoned two classes 
of the naval reserve for active service. 

The people are in a frenzy of excite- 
ment and demand that the Cretan 
question be settled now for all time. 
It is popularly thought that when the 
powers find the annexation of the is- 
land which Greece has in view an ac- 
complished fact, they will readily ac- 
quiesce in this spoilation of the Turk. 

Rome, Feb. 17. — The bold action ia 
Greece attempting to solve the Cretan 
question with the sword has excited 
popular admiratiou everywhere ia 
Italy, and a great philio-Crete agita- 
tion is being carried on through- 
out the country. The sympathies 
of the people are entirely with 
the Cretan Christians in their 
struggle to throw off the 
yoke of Moslem rule and this sympathy 
is taking practical form. Enthusiastic 
mass meetings have been held in sev- 
eral cities at which the speakers have 
traced the whole history of Turkish 
misrule in Crete and have dwelt upon 
the promises of the porte, broken time 
and time again, to inaugurate reforms 
in the island. 

At these meetings subscription 
lists were opened for the benefit of the 
struggling islanders, and goodly num- 
bers have been realized. Slany* young 
men whose enthusiasm has been 
aroused by the heroism of the Cretan 
Christians and the bold defiance ol 
Turkey by the Greeks, have volun- 
teered to serve with the Christians, and 
numbers of them have already started 
for Crete. 

Bill to L.ef-alize GIoto Contests in Idaho. 

Boise, Idaho, Feb. 17.— Idaho is fol- 
low*ing up the example set by Nevada, 
in regard to the prize fights. A bill 
was introduced in the lower house of 
the legislature Tuesday, legalizing 
glove contests substantially similar to 
the measure passed by the Nevada 
legislature. The license is fixed at 
$5,000, but it was put so high with the 
expectation that it would be material- 
ly reduced.

Turkish Minister of Foreign Affairs. 



' The Daily Chronicle Thursday pub- 
lishes an Anthens dispatch saying 
that Saad-Ed-Din Pasha, who was re- 
cently recalled to Constantinople from 
Crete, at the instance of the powers 
for fomenting anti-reform plots among 
the inhabitants, will return to the 
island with three battalions of Turk- 
ish troops. Prince George of Greece, 
the dispatch adds, will prevent the 
landing of this force at any cost. 

It is reported ia Athens that a 
wealthy Greek residing abroad has of- 
fered his entire fortune, if necessary*, 
to support the government in carrying 
on the war in Crete. 

London, Feb. 18. — The Daily News 
w*ill say Thursday it is reported in the 
lobby among the unionist members of 
the house of commons that it is not 
likely that the powers will seriously 
attempt to dislodge the Greeks from 
the island of Crete, but that their 
presence will, after a decent interval, be 
acquiesced in, with a view to the ulti- 
mate annexation of the island to the 
Greek kingdom. It is whispered that 
King George ivas made aware before- 
hand that the action taken by Greece 
would not be resisted desperately. 

Canea, Feb. 18. — As a result of the 
conference of the admirals of the for- 
eign commanders held on board the 
Italian flagship Wednesday Adm. Can- 
evaro sent a note to the Greek consul 
informing him that any attack on the 
part of Greece upon Canea, Retimo, 
Sitia or Hoeraklion would be repulsed 
by the w'arships of the poivers. The 
consul w’as also warned that all fur- 
ther hostile action on the part of the 
Christian insurgents and Greek troops 
in other parts of the island must cease 
at once. 

Canea, Crete, Feb. 18. — Vice Adm. 
Canevaro, of the Italian navy, com- 
manding the united foreign naval 
forces here, has formally notified the 
commander of the Gree'ic squadron. 
Prince George, of Greece, of the 
occupation of the town by the 
marines of foreign war ships 
with the consent of the Turkish gov- 
ernment. To this notice the Italian 
admiral added the warning that the 
Greeks must not make an attack upon 
the town which is under the protec- 
tion of the flag of the great powers. 

Athens, Feb. 18. — The belief pre- 
vails here that a diplomatic conference 
will shortly* be held in Berlin for the 
purpose of settling the question of the 
union of Crete with Greece. It is pre- 
dicted that the matter will be decided 
in favor of Greece, and that Prince 
George will be chosen prince of the 
island. 

Constantinople, Feb. 18. — At the 
special meeting of the council of 
ministers, which was held at the Viliz 
palace on Monday, it was decided to 
leave the pacification of the island of 
Crete in the hands of the powers. The 
council also adopted military measures 
to be taken in Greek frontier, 
appointing Edhem Pasha, who 
directed the Turkish military 
operations at Zeitoun in 1896 
to the command of the troops at Elas- 
sona and decided to call out the third 
army corps stationed at Salonika. The 
measures are purely defensive and 
w*ere taken with a view of an emer- 
gency. The sultan has informed the 
foreign diplomats that he is greatly 
pleased at the landing of foreign ma- 
rines and blue jackets at Canea.

Arthur Duegtrow, the* Doable Murderer, 
Haucc'd at Union, Mo. 

Union, Mo., Feb. 17. — At 12:59 Tues- 
day afternoon the drop fell and Arthur 
Duestrow had paid the penalty of his 
crime. 

In eight minutes he was pronounced 
dead. An examination showed that he 
had strangled to death. 

When he mounted the scaffold Due- 
strow wap permitted to make a short 
talk, during which he preserved the 
utmost composure, which is considered 
the more remarkable on account of his 
exhibition of w*eakness earlier in the 
•day. 

His last w*ords w*ere: “Good-by, Si- 

mon,” spoken to the sheriff. 

At about 7 o'clock Tuesday morning 
the millionaire double-murderer sud- 
denly w’ent to pieces and began to beg 
for mercy. 

“Oh, save me, save me!” he cried, 
and the tears began to flow in torrents 
down his sallow* cheeks. “You will 
send a telegram to the governor, w*on’t 
you?*’ he begged the death watch. 
“You won’t see me killed like this?” 

When a correspondent approached 
the grating Duestrow pleaded: “Tell 
him that 1 wasn’t my*self when I did 
it, and he may save me. This is aw*ful. 
Send for my wife, too, won’t you? I 
have not seen her for some time.’’ 

Thereupon he turned and threw him- 
self upon the bed and began crying 
ivsterically*, “Save me, save me!” 

The message had this postscript: 
“Good-by to all my dear friends,” 
which was signed “Arthur.” Sheriff 
I’uchta did not send the message. 

I'lidertaker Eberle has in advance 
claimed the body for Hulda Dues- 
trovv*. 

The crime for which Duestrow* was 
executed w*as the murder of his two- 
year-old son, and the fatally wounding 
of his wife in February 13, 1894. Mrs. 
Duestrow died of her wounds July?, 
1894, in Europe.

ARTHUR DUESTROW 



The Condemned Murderer, Taken From 
St. Lionis to Union, 51o. 

St. Louis, Feb. 16. — Arthur Dues- 
trow was taken to Union, Mo,, at 9 
o’clock Monday morning under an es- 
cort of four deputy sheriffs. Duestrow 
will be hanged in the jail yard at 
Union Tuesday for the murder of his 
wife and four-year-old son, in this city 
on February 13, 1894. A mob gathered 
at the city* jail early* Monday morning 
to witness the departure of Duestrow, 
but no violence was offered. At the 
Union station another crowd had as- 
sembled to view the noted murderer 
and it was with difficulty the police 
forced a passage to the train. Dues- 
trow continued to feign insanity up 
to the moment of his departure. 

A commission of lunacy appointed by 
Gov. Stephens examined Duestrow 
Sunday and made their report Mon- 
day morning. Two of the commission 
(Dr. Coombs of Kansas City and Dr. 
Woodson, of St. Joseph) decide that 
the murderer is sane, and the other 
members (Dr. Robinson of Nevada) is 
of the opinion that Duestrow is in- 
sane. Gov. Stephens announced this 
forenoon that he will be governed by 
the majority report, and will not in- 
terfere w*ith the sentence of the court. 
The governor also states that he will 
not interfere in the cases of murderers 
Schmidt and Foster, who are to hang 
Tuesday at Clay*ton for the killing of 
Bertram Atwater, of Chicago, on Jan- 
uary 18, 1896.

Some Valuable Hints Famished by Prof. 

W. A. Henry. 

A correspondent of Breeders’ Gazette 
aslcs some one to formulate a ration for 
his dairy cow. He sa^’s: For rough- 
ness 1 have enough shredded corn-fod- 
der to give one feed a day and alfalfa 
and sorghum hay for the other feed. 1 
For grain, old-process oil meal at $20 | 
per ton, wheat bran at seven dollars and i 
corn at 13 cents per bushel. I prefer : 
to feed corn with the husks on, depend- 
ing on hogs to clean up the waste, as I 
allow them to work over the manure 
be lore hauling to the field. 1 am mak- 
i»!g butter at 20 cents per pound an 1 
want the most economical production. 
To which Prof. W. A. Henry rejiiies as 
foMows: 

Our correspondent can present a 
iiK'st excellent bill of fare to hiseo.vs, 
and with the feeds at the prices napied 
can still make a good living in selling 
1 utter at 20 cents per pound, pro- 
vjui^d everything is well managed and 
lie Iva-s good cows. Do not think of us- 
ing oil meal at the price named, lor it 
is much the dearest food on the list, 
'ii.c alfalfa haj’ furnishes a good deal 
of j)rotein, making the necessity for 
bran not quite so great as it uo alfalfa 
'vere fed; on the other hand, bran is 
ihe.ap at seven dollars per ton. The 
eastern farmer would consider it al- 
most a gift at such figures, and when 
corn is 13 cents or less per bushel, or 
Jess than five dollars per ton, all coin- 
jiarisons are of little avail. (ii\e the 
cow s all they will eat of the roughage 
just as pro[X)sed; then feed the equal of 
ten pounds of shell corn per thousand 
jrounds of animal, and give four pounds 
of wheat bran additional. On this ra- 
tion you should get about a iiound of 
butter per cow' daily with part of the 
lieid fresh in spring and f.resh part in 
fall. Be verj’^ careful to make the best 
i se of the skim milk, for no small part 
the real profit comes from this. Aim 
to feed not over three jiounds of slcim- 
n:ilk to one pound of corn to the pig. 
Alore milk than this means a w aste of 
a most valuable b 3 ^-product. 

With corn at 13 cent.s per bushel and 
ijork at three cents per j>ound, the skim- 
milk should be worth 25 cents per 100 
jHiunds. In its effect on v oung pigs in 
building bone and muscle it isniostvai- 
uable. It is a necessity' in the west, 
v-liere bone and musele-buiiding feeds 
are of the highest imjiortance, because 
corn is apt to be overfed.

From every section of the state of 
Florida save the extreme southern por- 
tion come stories of blighted truck 
farms and grave fears for the orange 
groves, which were just beginning to 
recover from the blasting effects of the 
blizzard that swept over the state in 
February', 1895. In northern and west- 
errn Florida nothing escaped the blight 
of the W'intrj' weather that came wfith 
the stiff wind from the northwest. In 
these sections , but few oranges are 
growTi, and nothing had been done to 
rehabilitate the groves killed in 1895. 
But there were immense areas devoted !

to txuck, and these areas look as if thej’ I 
.had been swept by fire, so black and \ 
yellow are the plants that but two days j 
*gv> were green. 

In the section south of Jacksonville, 
where the blizzard raged most fiercely’, 
Nvere located all the great orange 
groves, which were a gold mine until 
the freeze of 1895, ail of the strawberry 
farms which j’ielded rich returns, manj’ 
pineappleplantatlons and lemon groves, 
and thousands of acres of Irish potatoes, 
cabbage, beans, lettuce and other veg- 
etables. 

The orange trees were shoots of one 
and two j'ears’ grow th, full of sap, and 
incapable of resisting cold like trees 
that have attained greater age and in 
i which sap had given place, to hardy 
fit*er. If the j’oung shoots have been 
killed, as now seems likely', the blow- 
will be a terrible one to the growers, 
for hundreds of thorn have invested 
their a.11 in the attempt to rehabilitate 
their groves. 

It is estimated that there were 200,- 
000 acres in vegetable,s south of Jack- 
sonville, and the crop would soon have 
been ready for the northern markets. 
Ninet}' per cent, of this crop is lost, and 
the truckers are now* contemplating a 
heavjr outlay and no hoije of returns 
The vegetable acreage was much larger 
tJian usual, because since the destruc- 
tion of the orange groves in 1895 grow- 
ers generally had turned to vegetable.s 
j for revenue while engaged in rehabili- 
tating their groves. 

The loss will reach hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars, and if the orange 
shoots are killed w ill run in the mil- 
lions. The loss will fall heavilj* on the 
country- merchants and the country 
banks, which have made advances to the 
truckers. The railroads also, w hich re- 
ceived fancy rates for carrj ing the veg- 
etables to market, will suffer greatly.

To make this lesson of tlie tree's 
security- the more impressive, I show a 
side sketch at b which indicates the 
bad predicament into which newly 
planted trees not rarely get. When 1 
say- that I have seen iinstakecl fall 
planted trees literally’^ blown from the 
ground before spring, this present 
sketch need not be looked upon as 
fanciful. It represents, in fact, quite 
a common state. Not only- does the 
injury- come from a general loosening 
up of the roots and their displacement, 
but an opening is made around the 
trunk which will fill with water, which 
may cause damage in one of two way s; 
first, water that follows readily down 
the root hastens the softening process 
of the soil, and further aids the loosen- 
ing of the roots; second, to have w ater 
stand next to the bark, which in ease 
of a sudden freeze up is turned to ice, 
may- work serious harm to the bark 
throughout. 

The advantages of this tripod method 
of staking trees over the single .stake 
plan are several; first, the tree is held 
more firmly in place than is possible 
to be done with the use of but one 
stake; secondly, these stakes are not
